Only.** Another say*: 'Camera# Prohibited.” \ third -ign say*: “No 
Trespassing." Beyond the gate is a guardhmw-. hut a visitor who 
apfwars to know where lie i* going is waved through without having 
to *lop and dum credentials. A sharp left, and the building, still luilf 
hidden by tire trees, cumrs into view. It t* massive, gravishwhite ron- 
errte, several stories high and cold in appranmer. The window-* are 
reet-N-ed. and those on tlie lower floor* are turned with a heavy mesh. 
Off to the right of thr main entrance, a separate domed structure 
housing a .’»iM)-vat auditorium give* an almo«t Martian atmo-pliere to 
the ground*. But what strike* the visitor miH i* the romplete -llencc 
•»ut»ide the building. It might he a hospital or a private -.initarium. 

On tlie roof, thrre are special radio antennas, worth $5t),000, a 
vital part of the CIA'* own worldwide conunumration* *y»tetn. Deep 
inside thr vast headquarter* is a central control loom, to which alarm 
syvtemv throughout thr building are wired. Three security incinera- 
tor*. built at a cie>t of $1 05,000, gobble up rlassiticii waslrpaper.

Among the special facilities is a $200,000 *rim- 
tiftc laboratory . where the CIA perfect.* some of its 
mmialunrrd wra|*oti*, invisible uiks, -|wtial explo- 
sives and «a!irr device*. One of the rrallv -pookv in- 
*t rutm-nt.* at Ijingley i* tl* CLV » electronic brain, 
which stores and rrlrirves the nuKintam* of informa- 
tmn that flow into headquarter*. The CIA’s library 
i* split into four parts: a regular library of hooks ami 
dnrumrnU. special libraries that store biographic 
and industrial intelligence, a document center— and 
thr electronic brain. Tlie brain is called “Wu.U'T" 
and was developed esfwcially for the CIA by IBM. A 
needed document is flashed in front of the viewer, 
by means of a photo tape robot called “Intrllofax.” 
Wii.m r and lotellofax, unlike bumons. are infallible. 
Aside from the huge volume of classified data that 
pour* into I anglry . the agency collects 200,0'X> news- 
paper*. bo*A> and otbrr’’uprn*’raatmal rarh month. 
The information i* stored Oo46j000j0U0ponch canl*. 
When a CIA man wants a particular item— say a 
Castro speech or a tc>[>- secret rcjtort on khruslichev’s 
health— hr fee«U into WaLXVT a list of key word*. 
|iethaps 25, alMiiil the subjccL Hie brain finds the 
right microfilmed document and photograph* it with 
ultraviolet light Thr tiny photo is thru projected on 
the viewing *rrrm>. This take* five second*. 

The CIA al»«» ha* a special -py-fiction library, 
which it docs not advertise, litis collection contain* 
thou-onils of j»a*t ami current mystery and espionage stones. It should 
please tlie fan- of speh writers a* Ian Firming. Helen Machines and 
F.nr Ambler to know that thr CIA make* a point of keeping up with 
the latest trick* of thru brror*. 

CIA mrn and women lead a cloistered life. Intra-agcncy marriage 
is not unusual, the most notahlr recent groom be.mg U-2 pilot Francis 
Cary Powers. Vfter his relra.se by the Kusaian*. Power* contiuue«| to 
work for thr CIA at Langley, lie was divorced from his wife Barbara, 
ami on October 25. PW» J. married Claudia Edward* Ilownry , 28, a di- 
vorcee and CIA psychologist. Mr*. Howney, mother of a sevrn-vear- 
old girl, is *«id to have rrsigned to become Mrs. Power*. 

In bygone year*. CIA employers were Imrrrtl from admitting 
where they worked. They Usually managed to hint at il anyhow . Now 
aday», overt employees are pcrmittnl to give the information— al- 
though nut l« a foreign national. Intelligence officers in the Clandes- 
tine Services, however. are not normally allowed to say they have a job 
with the Cl A. Cover name- are u*rd even inside the Cl A. “I don’t know 
tin* name* of rvrryonr 1 deal with at the agency,” one high official 
confided. “We often u*e pseudonym* in-house, in case a wire is lapprd 
or a piece of {wiper get* into the wrong hamb. And we never u»e real 
names in conimumcaUon*.”

the act establishing thr agency Hie memorandum i.v a public docu- 
mrnt.

I Hiring war. thi» form of intelligence take* on added mij*orlancc. hut 
in time of |iea*:r, the bulk of intelligence can be obtained thr. .ugh 
overt channels, through our diplomatic and consular niMims and 
our military, naval and air attaches m the normal and proper course 
of their work. It can abo be ohtjinrd through the world pre**. the 
radio and through the many th..u-an.U of Amrr traits. badness and 
|»rofrwdonal men ami American rest. lent* of foreign countries., who 
are natural!* and normally brought in tooch with what is going on in 
tbo*e countries. A proper analysis of the intelligence obtainable by 
these overt, normal and aboveboard mean* woulJ subtly u* with ovct 
80 peirrnt, I should estimate, of the mfonuatiuii required for the

Whether thiw *tatr of affair* wa* intmd«*ii by Cungrev* when it 
pa*M*i die National Swurity Act of 1*117, or, indeed, whether Con- 
gress is even aware of tbr*e facta M another matter. Certainly, tbr vast 
majority of the American taxpayer* are unaware of them. 

Oversea*, the CIA work* principally under embassy covrr and 
commercial cover. In several comer* uf tlie world, the agency nprratea 
what appear to lie small business r on c er ns that really are CIA cover*. 
No •uh|rrt is touchier to the CIA than the i|ue*tion of covrr. for cover 
is the “ciudlt" in cloak and dagger, the professional intelligence man’* 
line qua non. In L'nited State* embassies around the globe, there i> a 
re*tr»rtrd fl*K>r. or section. that house* the CIA mivdon. Each minion 
ia beaded by a station chief, with several intelligence officers report- 
ing to him. These officer* in turn recruit their own local “agents" to 
collect intelligence information 

The CIA |NY*onnel are listed a* State Department or Forrign 
Service officer*. This is their “cover " In many cases, the identity uf 
the CIA station chief is quickly known to diplomat.*, newspapermen— 
and. of course, to hi* Soviet opposite number* in the KGB ami thr 
GRU. In sharp contrast, British and Soviet srrret-srnricr mission 



chiefs arr very seldom known. CIA agents below the level of station 
chief are generally lr%* well known mitsidr of the rmbawiy. CIA oper- 
ation i in tier embassy cover i* not something that the fovemincnt dis- 
cn*se* or would be rxprctrd to confirm. Still, on occasion, reference* 
to it pop up in unexpected place*.

Olrg V. fVnkuvsky. dejaily chief 
of llir Soviet Stair Committi-r for the Coordination 
of >rienlilic Research, and very likelv also a colonel 
in Soviet militarv intelligence, confev*rd passing 
5.000 frame* of tninial urr camera film, containing 
dtoifinl information about Soviet rocket* and other 
seerrts. to American ami British ngcnU. Tlie Russian 
version of thr spy case, as it unfolded in /'nm/<t and 
at the trial, wa* aw follows:

When tin* information was 
picked up. the American* would make a black smudge on the d»»«r of 
tlie fish department of j M«»scow food store.
